user-replaced problem word has been replaced bv its associated replacement word :

second document utilizing the first data structure : and 
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indicating each problem word present in the second document with its respective 
formatting definition . 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, wherein the steps of recording 
comprise separately storing the pre-edited contents and post-edited contents to a 
second data structure, wherein each record of the second data structure includes a pre- 
edited word field containing pre-edited content, a post-edrted word field containing 
corresponding post-edited content and a changed indication field containing an indicator 
indicating whether the pre-edited and the corresponding post-edited content are 
different.

28. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, further comprising; 
receiving a user identification; and 

storing the user identification in association with the first data structure. 
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29. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 12, wherein 
the operation further comprises: 

receiving a user identification; and 

storing the user identification in association with the first data structure.
